Investigated. 


The Arkansas Train Bobbers 


Get a Life Sentence. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—There are so 


few Democratic senators in tbe oity 
that the preliminary conference set for 
tbi» evening will probably not take place 
until to morrow morning. 
Five who 


aro at the Atlanta Cotton Fair will not 
be here until morning. Morgan and 
Garland are quoted as being unwilling 
to give the Republicans the presiding 
officer, tbe Democrats keeping the sec- 
retary and sergeaot-at-arms.

DETROIT, Minn., Got. 7.—A special 


to the I'uiit and Tribune gives tbe fol- 
lowing remarkable history as occurring 
at Battle Creek, in this state : Just one 
year ago this week Mrs. Nellie Ingram, 
wbo had been suffering from neuralgia 
in her teeth, concluded to have one of 
the molars extracted. Accordingly,(she 
repaired!to the office of a dentist, Mr. 
N. Merritt, for that purpose. She wan 
then enjoying tbe best of health and 
weighed 180 pounds. 
Tbe tooth was a 


very troublesome one and in the jaw 
firm and fast, and the pain which she 
endured from its extraction was so ex- 
cruciating as to excite her nervous sys- 
tem to such a degree Jtbat she expert 
enced a shock of nervous prostration 
which ended in paralysis of tbe stom- 
ach. A carriage was called, and she 
was conveyed to her home in a precari- 
ous condition. 
She suffered for several 


days with cramps in the bowels. When 
she attempted to eat food, it refused to 
remain on her stomach, and produced 
most violent retching pain, so that she 
was obliged to give it up. 
It soon be- 


came evident to her physicians that she 
could not be kept alive without means 
of nourishments not a particle of food 
passed her lips. Injections were there- 
lore given her, and her life has thus 
been prolonged for a year by tbe pro 
cess ol absorption of food by tbe walls 
of tbe intestines. Baths ol beef tea, 
milk and such nutritious food are also 
given her, with an occasional bath ol 
alcohol to keep the pores open. She 
has thus lived twelve months, life being 
supported entirely in this way. When 
she U hungry a bath of milk or bee! 
tea or an injection af tbe same satisfies 
her appetite the same as though/eaten 
in the usual way, but although this 
rather thin diet keeps her alive, it does 
not prove very fattening, as she has re- 
duced her weight in this time from 180 
pounds to about 70, or at a rate of over 
two pounds per week loss. Her face 
has quite a healthy appearance, and 
would not strike one as belonging to a 
person whose body was so emaciated M 
to be less than skin aad bone. She is 
only able to obtain about two or three 
hours' sleep nightly, and that toward 
morning, when the vitality ot her body 
is very low. With returning activity 
of tbe senses she begins the retchings, 
which sp smodic actions of nature con 
tinue through the day and uatil her 
system is completely exhausted, and .she 
again falls into the sleep described. The 
drain on her nervoos system has been 
so great that she has now lost her voice 
and reason. She is so weak that she 
can speak only in a low whisper, and 
she continues to grow worse, to that her 
death is daily expected. The ease has 
been frequently described and accounts 
have been .widely copied aad created no 
little interest. Letters an being re- 
ceived by her physicians from all parts 
of the United States. 


WAamKOTON, Oct. 7.—Colonel W.
